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FOREWORD 


One  of  the  most  precious  traditions  in  our  New  England  Heritage  is  the  love  of 
education.  The  Pilgrims  barely  landed  on  Plymouth  Rock  when  they  began  to  make 
plans  to  establish  a  school.  One  of  the  most  famous  universities  in  the  world, 
Harvard,  began  to  materialize  almost  immediately  as  a  result  of  these  plans. 

In  Chelsea  this  New  England  tradition  has  been  carefully  fostered  from  the 
beginning  to  the  present  day.  As  early  as  1655  Chelsea  appropriated  funds  to 
provide  free  education  for  children  of  the  settlement,  being  one  of  the  earliest 
settlements  to  make  such  provisions.  By  1749  the  progressive  leaders  of  the  town 
had  secured  the  services  of  a  woman  teacher  to  conduct  a  school  to  provide  for 
secondary  as  well  as  elementary  education  and  in  1851  Chelsea  became  one  of 
the  first  to  adopt  a  phonetic  system  of  reading. 

A  major  step  towards  effective  vocational  education  was  taken  in  1902  when 
commercial  subjects  were  introduced  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

At  present  our  city  is  doing  its  best  to  provide  modern  facilities  and  equip¬ 
ment  in  all  school  departments  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  progressive,  democratic 
society. 


As  we  celebrate  our  own  Commencement,  we  cannot  help  re¬ 
joicing  also  that  our  kindly  mentor  and  Headmaster  Mr.  James 
J.  Cotter  has  been  blessed  wTith  a  sort  of  commencement  of 
his  own.  After  many  years  of  devotion  to  his  calling  as  teacher, 
principal  of  the  Williams  School,  and  Headmaster  of  the  Chelsea 
High  School,  Mr.  Cotter  has  withdrawn  from  these  duties  to  en¬ 
joy  a  little  well-earned  leisure  and  pursue  some  interests  of 
his  own.  Whatever  these  interests  are,  we  know  that  they  will 
be  educational,  humanitarian,  and  altruistic,  for  as  the  man  is 
so  are  his  works. 

And  so,  our  own  “sails  unfurling”,  we  wish  a  new  “gather¬ 
ing  strength”  especially  to  you,  Mr.  Cotter.  Many  thanks,  and 
many  wishes  for  your  health  and  happiness. 


During  his  tenure  as  principal  of  Chelsea  High,  Mr.  James  C. 
Cotter  earned  the  respect  of  both  faculty  and  students  for  his 
untiring  efforts  to  update  the  school.  He  acquired  for  us  a 
great  deal  of  new  scientific  equipment  and  a  modern  Language 
Lab.  Mr.  Cotter’s  aims  were  to  encourage  self-directed  disci¬ 
pline  from  the  students  and  to  provide  progressive  teachers 
who  would  prepare  students  for  tomorrow’s  world.  We  wish 
Mr.  Cotter  well  in  his  retirement  and  many  years  of  health  and 
happiness. 


Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  James  J.  Cotter,  Mr.  John  F.  Ridge 
was  appointed  Headmaster  of  the  Chelsea  High  School.  A  de¬ 
voted  educator,  and  a  fine  person  besides,  Mr.  Ridge  has  won 
many  friends  and  well-wishers. 

His  promotion  culminates  a  career  in  the  school  system  that 
started  36  years  ago  as  a  teacher  at  the  Williams  Junior  High 
School.  Since  then  he  has  taught  in  the  High  School,  has  been 
Submaster  of  the  Shurtleff  School,  and  has  performed  many  out¬ 
standing  services  in  the  school  system  as  well  as  in  the 
community  at  large.

The  C  ommercial  Department  seeks  to  train  young  men  and 
women  in  the  skills  they  need  to  enter  the  business  world. 
Many  of  the  graduates  who  do  not  plan  to  go  on  to  business 
school  will  depend  on  the  skills  they  have  acquired  at  Chelsea 
High  to  carry  them  successfully  through  the  rigors  of  business 
and  finance. 

The  Commercial  Department  under  Mr.  Emanuel  D’Ambrosio 
consists  of  three  divisions.  These  divisions  are  the  Steno¬ 
graphic  Course,  which  teaches  the  basics  of  transcription;  the 
Accounting  Course,  in  which  students  learn  to  keep  books 
accurately;  and  the  Practical  Business  Course  which  trains 
students  for  all  kinds  of  office  work  in  general. 
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Many  of  the  luxuries  mankind  enjoys  today  are  the  results  of 
advancements  in  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology.  The -Science 
Department  of  Chelsea  High  keeps  up  with  new  techniques  in 
the  sciences. 

Under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Aaron  Kipnes,  our  science 
teachers  instruct  us  in  the  basic  concepts  of  biology,  chemis¬ 
try,  and  physics.  The  meter  stick,  the  bunsen  burner,  and  other 
tools  of  the  laboratory  have  become  familiar  to  those  who  have 
studied  the  sciences  at  Chelsea  High.  In  order  to  cope  with 
the  modern  world,  every  human  being  must  be  aware  of  his 
environment.  The  Science  Department  of  Chelsea  High  seeks 
to  train  its  students  with  that  object  in  view.

Distributive  Education.  This  is  a  cooperative  learning  program 
in  which  the  students  study  until  noon,  and  spend  the  after¬ 
noon  at  part-time  jobs.  Under  the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  Chris 
Belisis,  these  boys  and  girls  study  English,  Social  Studies, 
and  business  subjects  such  as  salesmanship,  merchandising, 
Retailing,  Advertising,  and  Commercial  arithmetic.  After  school 
hours  each  student  reports  to  an  assigned  training  station 
where  he  works  under  a  store  supervisor  and  the  periodic  ob¬ 
servation  of  Mr.  Belisis. 

This  program  is  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  students  to 
obtain  the  skills  needed  in  the  business  world  while  they  are 
still  in  school. 
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Mrs.  Marie  Kennedy,  our  school  librarian,  has  proudly  informed 
us  that  recently  we  have  received  a  $10,000  federal  education¬ 
al  grant  for  the  High  School  Library.  This  will  help  us  to  an 
estimated  four  thousand  new  volumes,  including  every  field  of 
interest  from  encyclopedias  to  hobby  books.  In  addition,  an  up- 
to-date  professional  section  and  the  latest  self-help  reading 
facilities  will  be  available  to  the  students.
